General Sir William Fawcett, K. B. after long and 
meritorious fervices, has refigned his appointment of 
Adjutant-General to the Army, in which he is fuc- 
ceeded by his late Deputy, Colonel Calvert, and Co- 
lonel Wynyard is appointed Deputy Adjutant-General. 
Sir William honourably retires to his government of 
Chelfea Hofpital, which he holds with the third regi- 
ment of dragoon guards. 

The packet in which General Koebler and the other 
officers appointed to ferve in the Turkith army failed 
from Yarmouth, was, we underftand, feen frozen in 
off the mouth of the Elbe, but hopes are entertained 
that in confequence of the thaw and the {foutherly 
winds, fhe may have got difengaged from the ice and 
is now in fafety. There are in all eighteen paflengers 
on board her. 

It is a curious fact that, in the action of the Wol- 
verine, of which we formerly gave an account, the 
Commander of one of the luggers, attempting to board 
the Englifhman, was caught by Capt. Mortlock, who 
is aman of great bodily itrength, by the wailtband of 
his breeches, and thrown. into. the fea.—This is rather 
a contemptuous way of treating the heroes of the Great 
Nation. 

On the 4th inftant, the fleet from Cork failed, con- 
fifting of 158 fail, under convoy of his Majefty’s thip 
the|Southampton, and the Diana, Shannon, Union, and 
Pheenix frigates, part of Admiral Kingfmill’s {quadron 
who are to keep company as far as the Weftern Ifland; 
about fix of the above were bound for Lifbon. 

The fate of the unfortunate King of Sardinia, and 
the probable fate of his Sicilian Majelty, are happily 
meliorated by the circumftance of both thofe fovereigns 
having infular poffeffions to which they may retire. 
The fecurity of their lands may be confidered as en- 
tirely due to the fiiccefs ,of our arms in the Mediterra- 
nean, and it is with no inconfiderable degree of pride, 
we feé, that while the Continental Powers are hefita- 
ting as to the prudence of infuring their fafety by a 
general combination, two fovereigns are likely to be in- 
debted to Great Britain for their exemption from per- 
fonal danger.—Sua. 

During the coarfe of the prefent war, the Stadthol- 
ler of the United Provinces, the Prince Bithop of 
Leige, the Doges of Venice and Genoa, the Duke of 
Modena, the Pope, and the King of Sardinia, have 
yeen depofed. The Eleétors of Cologne, Mayence, 
Friers, the Price Palatinate of the Rhine, and the 
Duke of Deux Ponts, have loft the far greater part of 
their territories, and other German Princes and States 
have likewife fuffered. The ancient form of Govern- 
ment in the Swifs Cantons has been totally altered, and 
the Grifons are threatened. It may be remembered 
that the Prince of Monaco was obliged to difpofe of 
his {mall territories in Italy at the commencement of 
the prefent war fora ftipulated fum, which he never re 
ceived. Such have been the ftrange revolutions on th- 
continent of Europe. 

It appears that the operations of the rebel Pacha

According to private letters received from Paris by 
the laft Cartel, we learn, that the whole range of edi- 
fices erected in the interior of the gardens of the Palais 
Royal, now called Egalite, were burnt to the ground 
laft week. Thefe buildings comprized the Opera de 
Buffon and the Lyce des Arts, a variety of fhops, Ref- 
torateurs, Caffes, Menagerie of wild beafts, &c. which 
were entirely confumed, as well as feveral handfome 
bufts, ftatues, &c. which were brought from Italy.— 
No one has been able to;:difcover whether this fire was 
occafioned by accident or defign. It is no lefs extra- 
ordinary than true, that of this conflagration no notice 
is takea in any of the Paris papers, though the fact is 
undoubted. a 

The Palais Royal, in Paris, which was laft week 
burnt down, was fituated in the center of Paris, and 
erected by the Duke of Orleans in his own garden a few 
years before the Revolution. it was originally the fo- 
cus of the rebellion which fubverted the French Mo- 
narchy, and afterwards became the {cene of aétion for 
{tock-jobbers, the afylum of Libertinifm and Vice, and 
the rédezvous of all the villainy and wickednefs of Pa- 
ris. ‘The erection of it was an aé& of avarice and rapa- 
city that ruined the poffeffors of all the houfes fituated 
round the ancient garden.
